io Nguyen Ngoc Chan, alias Nguyen Nhu, was born in Nghe An (probably Nghi An) 
in about 193). He was imprisoned by the French for "banditry" in 19L1. 
While in prison, he was converted to Communism by Chinese Communist fellox- 
prisoners, He was released from prison in 1945 or 1946 by the Viet Minh. 
Chan received a primary school education only and writes poorly tut speaks 
Annamese, Chinese and Siamese well. He is about 5' 6 in ncight and is 
a person of commanding presence - strong, dark and "tough". He was with 
25X1X6 HO Chi Minh in Udon in 1934 JB, and was the founder of the Vietnamese 
Communist network in Siam. Up until approximately a year ago, Chan 
was more or less ppenly knovm to be a member of the Udon Tong Bo. He 
wes then apparently "dismissed" ana became a sawmill worker. However, 
the dismissal was purely a device to permit him to go underground. He 
ig the true chief orf the Udon Tong Ko. He dislikes Tran Van “isu who 
went to Udon several times in an attempt to win Chan's friendship, but 
without success.
